Under  the  legislation  in  operation  on  thel953  crops,  support  prices  were 
available  to  producers  of  many  agricultural  commodities*  In  general,  the 
price  supports  are  achieved  by  loans  on  the  commodities,  agreements  to  pur- 
chase the  commodities  (purchase  agreements),  direct  purchases  of  commodities 
to  bolster  slipping  prices,  and  through  a combination  of  these  methods.  The 
county  and  State  offices  in  Wyoming  were  primarily  active  in  the  commodity 
loan  and  purchase  agreement  programs.  There  were  some  direct  purchases  of 
Fresh  Irish  Potatoes.

COMMODITY  LOAN  PROGRAM  — Under  the  loan  program,  the  support  price  was  avail- 
able to  December  31,  1953,  on  honey,  to  January  31,  1 954,  on  wheat,  oats, 
barley,  rye,  flaxseed  and  dry  edible  beans,  and  until  May  31,  195U,  on  corn 
fcr  any  grower  who  had  an  eligible  commodity  in  approved  storage.  The  grower 
retained  ownership  for  later  marketing  when  this  was  to  his  advantage.  The 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  funds  loaned  were  protected  by  the  producer fs 
note  and  supplemental  loan  agreements,  and  a commodity  chattel  mortgage  in 
the  case  of  commodities  stored  on  the  farm.  Warehouse  stored  commodities  were 
covered  by  warehouse  receipts  and  the  producer^  note  and  loan  agreement  as 
protection  for  the  C.C.C.  funds  loaned. 

The  loans  on  honey  matured  on  fesch  31,  195U;  corn  loans  matured  on  July  31, 
195U;  and  loans  on  all  other  commodities  matured  on  April  30,  195^- 

Thirty  days  prior  to  the  maturity  of  the  'loan  the  borrower  was  notified  ithat 
the  loan  would  mature  in  30  days.  The  borrower  had  three  alternatives?  (1) 
to  pay  the  loan  in  full  plus  I4  percent  interest,  (2)  deliver  the  commodity  to 
C«C.C.,  or  (3)  reseal  the  commodity  for  another  year.  The  state  results  are  as 
follows:

Storage  for  the  wheat  delivered  to  C.C.C.  was  very  tight  and  it  was  a rather 
difficult  job  to  line  up  the  necessary  storage  for  the  takeover  wheat.  How- 
ever, storage  space  was  lined  up  and  most  of  the  takeover  of  wheat  was  stored 
in  local  commercial  storage.

In  view  of  the  National  picture  in  regard  to  repayment  of  loan3  we  feel 
that  Wyoming  had  a very  good  repayment  and  reseal  record.  For  example,  63.5 
percent  of  the  1953-crop  wheat  loans  were  either  resealed  or  repaid;  this 
compares  very  favorably  with  the  1952-crop  wheat  loan  repayment  and  reseal 
record  of  13.0  percent.  We  contribute  the  high  percentage  of  repayments  of 
the  1953-crop  wheat  loans  to  (1)  the  wheat  farmers  producing  varieties  of 
wheat  that  are  of  good  milling  quality  and  (2)  the  high  protein  content  of 
the  1953-crop  of  wheat. 

PURCHASE  AGREED ;(TS — For  the  producer  who  had  no  immediate  need  for  a loan 
but  who  wished  to  obtain  price  protection  without  mortgaging  his  commodity 
or  paying  interest,  purchase  agreements  were  available  on  his  1953  crop 
commodities,  A purchase  agreement  being  a contract  between  the  producer  and 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  in  which  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
agrees  to  purcnase  from  the  producer,  at  support  price,  a specified  quantity 
of  commodity  grown  by  him  and  of  loan  grade  at  the  time  of  delivery.  Under 
the  agreements  the  grower  could  deliver  all  or  any  part  of  his  commodity 
covered  by  the  agreement  to  C.C.C.  at  the  support  price  anytime  during  a 
60-day  period  following  the  maturity  date  for  loans.  The  table  on  purchase 
agreements  shows  the  amount  of  the  commodities  delivered  to  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  under  the  purchase  agreements.  As  the  table  shows,  there  were 
very  few  deliveries  to  C.C.C.  under  the  purchase  agreements. 

DIRECT  PURCHASES  — The  only  direct  purchases  made  through  county  and  State 
ASC  offices  v/ere  purchases  of  Fresh  Irish  Potatoes.  These  Fresh  Irish  Potatoes 
were  purchased  for  distribution  by  the  State  Welfare  to  school  lunch  programs 
and  Welfare  agencies.

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DOES  FARM  STORAGE  PAY?  Comparison  of  prices  at  harvest  time  with 
prices  the  following  March,  April  and  fey  clearly  shows  that  farm 
storage  does  pay.  Let  us  use  wheat  as  an  example.  Wheat  prices 
are  usually  lowest  at  harvest  time  when  everybody  who  can!t  find 
storage,  or  doesn’t  want  to  store  his  crops,  rushes  them  to  market. 
That  has  been  the  case  in  lU  of  the  last  15  years.  The  difference 
between  the  average  price  during  harvest  time  and  the  average  price 
during  the  following  March,  April  and  May  ranged  from  1*  cents  to  61 
cents  a bushel.  For  the  current  year  tne  average  farm  price  in  the 
United  States  on  March  15  was  22  cents  a bushel  above  the  average 
during  harvest.  Here  are  the  facts:

GENERAL  - Adequate  farm  storage  for  storable  crops  makes  it  possible 
to  regulate  the  flow  of  crops  to  market.  A regulated  flow  of  crops 
to  market  reduces  waste,  alleviates  crowded  transportation  facilities 
at  harvest  time,  affords  the  producer  the  chance  to  market  at  the 
most  opportune  time,  and  assures  the  consumer  a supply  of  the  crop  at 
all  times. 

The  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan  Program  is  intended  to  supplement 
local  credit  services  when  normal  lending  agency  credit  is  not  avail- 
able. These  loans  are  available  to  Wyoming  producers  of  wheat,  corn, 
oats,  barley,  grain  sorghums,  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans,  and  peas, 
flaxseed,  hay  seeds,  and  pasture  seeds. 
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LOANS  PRIOR  TO  JULY  1 , 1952  - Through  this  program  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  made  loans,  which  were  available  through  local  lending 
agency  banks  or  direct  from  the  local  PMA  County  Committee  (later 
named  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation,  ASC,  County  Com- 
mittee). Tne  loans  were  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  85  percent  of 
the  out-of-pocket  cost  of  the  structure.  These  loans,  bearing  inter- 
est at  b nercent,  were  payable  in  five  equal  annual  installments  or 
earlier  at  the  farmer fs  option. 

Under  this  program  1,025  loans  were  made  for  farm  storage  facilities 
with  a storage  capacity  of  2,321,87 3 bushels. 

LOANS  SINCE  JULY  I , 1952  - The  provisions  of  the  program  were  amended 
as  of  July  1,  1952 , but  the  purpose  of  the  program  remained  the  same. 

The  loans  were  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  80  percent  of  the  cut-of- 
pocket  cost  of  the  structure*  These  loans,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  k percent  were  payable  in  four  eqtual  annual  installments  or 
earlier  at  the  farmer !s  option. 

Under  this  program  259  loans  were  made  between  July  1,  1952,  and  June  30, 

195U,  for  farm  storage  facilities  with  a storage  capacity  of  976,216 

bushels.  This  is  an  average  of  ij.88,608  bushels  of  additional  farm 
storage  constructed  each  year  through  the  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan 
Program,  During  the  rs^st  current  twelve- month  period,  123  loans  were 
made  for  farm  storage  facilities  with  a storage  capacity  of  5o5>202 
bushels. 

RESULTS  OF  PROGRAM  — From  July  1,  19ii9,  when  the  program  was  inaugur- 
ated, through  June  30,  195U,  a total  of  3,298,089  bushels  of  farm 

storage  has  been  constructed  through  the  Farm  Storage  Facility  Loan 
Program.  A cumulative  summary  by  counties  follows:

You  will  note  from  the  above  summary  that  $912*h75«70  has  been  loaned 
and  as  of  June  30,  195k f approximately  52  percent  of  the  principal 
loaned  has  been  repaid  with  U percent  interest*  Many  of  the  facili- 
ties built  in  the  early  stages  of  the  program  are  fully  repaid* 

As  a result  of  this  program  farmers  of  Wyoming  are  now  able  to  practice 
more  orderly  marketing  of  their  storable  crops  and  reduce  waste  of 
the  crops  prevalent  when  transportation  and  marketing  facilities  are 
glutted  during  harvest  time* 
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Public  Law  875,  passed  by  the  8lst  Congress,  gave  the  President  the 
power  to  designate  certain  areas  in  the  United  States  as  a drought  dis- 
aster area.  The  purpose  of  this  program  was  to  maintain  basic  foundation 
herds  of  cattle,  sheep,  and  goats  for  bona-fide  farmers  and  stockmen  who 
did  not  have  the  finances  to  purchase  feed  at  prevailing  market  prices 
to  maintain  such  herds  and  remain  in  the  livestock  business  with  a reason- 
able chance  for  successful  operation  under  more  normal  conditions. 

In  the  early  part  of  Septmeber,  1953,  a delegation  of  ranchers  and  farmers 
from  Sweetwater,  Lincoln,  and  Uinta  met  v/ith  the  State  Mobilization 
Committee  to  discuss  the  drought  conditions  in  these  three  counties  and 
make  the  recommendation  that  parts  of  these  three  counties  be  declared  a 
drought  disaster  area.  On  September  8 and  September  15,  19514,  the  State 
Mobilization  Board  met  in  Casper,  Wyoming  to  consider  the  request  of  the 
delegation  of  farmers  and  ranchers  from  these  three  counties,  A committee 
was  appointed  by  the  State  Agricult ural  Mobilization  Committee  to  go 
out  to  the  counties  in  question  and  make  a physical  inspection  of  the 
Drought  Area,  This  Committee  consisted  of  the  following  men*

Marvin  Young,  Rancher  - Member  State  ASC  Committee 

Tony  Fellhauer,  Livestock  gpecialist  - Extension  Service

This  group  reported  a very  serious  shortage  of  grass  and  browse  in  most 
of  this  area. 

After  thecounties  submitted  the  necessary  data  as  to  rainfall,  number 
of  sheep  and  cattle,  grass  and  range  feed  conditions,  a recommendation 
was  made  through  the  Governor  of  Wyoming,  that  the  areas  in  these  three 
counties  be  declared  a drought  disaster  area.  This  recommendation  was 
submitted  on  September  17,  19514*  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  made  a / 
visit  to  Rock  Springs,  Wyoming  on  November  13,  195U,  to  inspect  the  drought 
area.  He  and  his  party  were  taken  out  to  the  Little  Colorado  Desert  for 
an  inspection  of  range  conditions.  On  December  7,  19514,  Darts  of  Lincoln, 
Sweetwater,  Uinta,  Sublette,  and  Fremont  counties  were  officially  declared 
a drought  disaster  area.  This  area  generally  included  the  Rock  Springs 
lease,  the  Granger  lease,  and  the  Carter  lease. 

The  general  operation  of  the  program  was  the  appointment  of  a State 
USDA  Drought  Committee  comprised  of  the  following  men?

John  L,  Hay  - Prominent  Banker  from  Rock  Springs,  Wyoming 
LeRoy  Moore  - Prominent  Rancher  from  Ross,  'Wyoming 

This  State  USDA  Committee  was  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the 
drought  program  at  a State  level. 
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Since  most  of  the  farmers  and  ranchers  in  the  approved  drought  area 
made  their  shipping  point  Rock  Springs,  Wyoming,  it  was  agreed  that  all 
applications  would  be  handled  from  the  Sweetwater  County  ASC  Office  at 
Rock  Springs,  Wyoming*  A local  County  U3DA  Drought  Committee  was  estab- 
lished which  consisted  of  the  following  men:

It  was  the  responsibility  of  the  local  County  USDA  Drought  Committee  to 
approve  applications  for  feed  as  requested  by  ranchers.  This  was  a very 
difficult  30b  since  the  drought  area  approved  split  counties  and  it  was 
difficult  to  determine  who  was  eligible  and  who  was  not  eligible  for 
apnroved  surplus  feed.  The  program  was  rather  slow  getting  started  as 
many  ranchers  were  waiting  for  someone  else  to  order  feed  to  see  how  the 
program  would  operate 4 The  first  orders  were  taken  in  the  early  part  of 
December*  A ranchercould  order  straight  corn,  straight  oats,  cotton  seed 
meal,  Mix  Ij  a pellet  containing  %0%  corn  and  25$  wheat  by  weight,  and 
Mix  II § a pellet  containing  50$  corn  by  weight*  By;  the  time  Wyoming  was 
admitted  to  the  program,  the  CCC  stockpile  of  oats  and  cottonseed  cake 
was  exhausted  so  we  could  only  get  ccrnj  Mix  I,  and  Mix  II fj  mixed  feed. 
Effective  January  7,  193V.  Mix  II  was  revised  so  that  it  had  to  contain 
75$;  by  weight > of  corn*  Farmers  and  ranchers  could  designate  the  substance 
to  go  into  the  balance  of  the  25$  in  Mix  I,  50$  in  Mix  II-  and  25$  in 
Mix  II, (revised) . This  was  usually  molasses,  filler, end  other  feed  grains. 
The  program  operated  very  smoothly*  Straight  car  shipments  of  corn  was 
sold  to  ranchers  at  a dollar  a bushel  laid  down  at  point  of  destination* 
Ranchers  had  a protable  sacker  and  most  car  shipments  of  corn  were 
sacked.  Others  had  storage  for  corn  on  the  ranch  and  was  hauled  by  the 
ranchers  to  their  ranch*  Orders  for  mixed  feed  were  taken  by  processors 
from  Utah,  Colorado,  and  Nebraska,  The  program  terminated  on  March  19, 
195V  as  it  was  felt  the  range  was  good  enough  without  any  additional 
feed  and  the  program  carried  operators  through  the  most  severe  months. 
March  19  was  the  deadline  date  for  accepting  applications  for  feed  in  the 
County  Office.  The  following  amounts  of  emergency  feed  were  purchased 
under  the  Drought  Emergency  Feed  Program*

The  local  County  USDA  Drought  Committee  and  Mrs • Helen  Angelovic,  County 
Office  Manager,  are  to  be  commended  for  the  splendid  Job  they  did  in 
administering  the  1953  Drought  Emergency  Feed  Program. 

* There  were  119  ranchers  in  the  approved  drought  area  receiving  straight 
corn  under  the  Drought  Emergency  Feed  Program.  There  were  many  ranchers 
who  received  mixed  feed  in  the  form  of  pellets* 
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For  the  1953  Crop  Insurance  program  year,  a net  Increase 
in  participation  was  shown  over  1952  and  two  new  counties 
were  added  to  the  program.  Campbell  County  qualified 
under  Wheat  and  Fremont  the  Multiple  crop  protection  plan* 

On  Septmeber  1,  1952,  a separate  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
State  Office  was  established  and  located  in  space  ad- 
joining #ie  State  (ASC)  office  in  Casper « Although 
the  new  Crop;  Insurance  administration  policy  was 
announced  in  July  195.3,  separating  all  functions  from 
F'/IA  (ASC),  all  Wyoming  Insurance  counties  continued  to 
handle  the  program  through  December  31  when  all  counties 
were  to  go  under  the  Agency  plan. 

Loss  experience  in  Wyoming  during  1953  was  varied*  All 
three  Multiple  counties  showed  a favorable  loss  ratio* 

One  of  the  two  Bean  counties  showed  a gain  in  premium 
, reserve,  while  the  other  showed  an  unfavorable  ratio. 

Wheat  counties  were  divided  as  to  loss  position,  two 
showing  a favorable  balance  and  two  a loss.

WHEAT  ACREAGE  ALLOTMENT 

The  production  of  wheat  had  exceeded  the  demand  for  wheat  for  several 
years  resulting  in  a supply  of  wheat  far  in  excess  of  our  needs  plus  a 
normal  corryover,  In  order  to  control  this  trend  of  overproduction  of 
wheat  and  keep  the  supply  of  wheat  from  getting  completely  ’’out  of  hand’/ 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  exercised  his  authority  under  law  and  de- 
clared acreage  allotments. ‘in  effect  on  the  195U  wheat  crop. 


Special  legislation  was  passed  raising  the  national  minimum  xvheat  allot- 
ment from  £<,000,000  acres  to  62,000,000  acres  for  the  195U  wheat  Crop 
only.  The  national  allotment  of  62,000,000  acres  was  divided  among  the 
states  with  Wyoming  receiving  321;, 368  acres  of  195U  wheat  acreage  allot- 
ment. Public  Law  117  allowed  certain  counties  to  receive  additional 
acreage  where  the  cut  from  their  1952-1 953  average  acreage  would  be  too 
severe  in  relationship  to  the  national  cut  in  acreage.  An  additional 
lU,222  acres  of  195U  wheat  acreage  allotment  was  granted  to  Wyoming 
counties  under  Public  Law  117. 

The  allotment  given  Wyoming  was  divided  among  the  counties  on  the  basis 
of  past  history  of  planted  acres  of  wheat*  The  following  table  shows 
the  195U  wheat  allotment  received  by  each  Wyoming  county!

MARKETING  QUOTA  PROGRAM 


The  law  required  that  when  the  total  carryover  plus  production  of  wheat 
exceeds  the  normal  supply  by  more  than  20%,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  declare  marketing  quotas  in  effect.  Marketing  quotas  were  declared 
in  effect  on  the  195U  crop  of  wheat  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on 
July  1,  1953.  A referendum  vote  was  held  on  August  lii,  1953,  to  determine 
if  the  wheat  farmers  favored  marketing  quotas  on  the  1954  crop  of  wheat. 

At  least  two— thirds  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  referendum  must  favor  market- 
ing quotas  before  the  marketing  quotas  can  remain  in  effect.  The  results 
of  the  referendum  vote  of  August  li;,  1953  are  shown  for  Wyoming  in  the 
following  table;
